Thisisin response to your letter dated January 21, 1986, regarding the permitting
requirements for recycling operations that immediately recycle hazardous wastes without first
storing them. In particular, you request confirmation that a recycling facility that does not store
the waste prior to recycling does not need a RCRA permit.

In generd, your interpretation (aswell asthat of EPA Region VIl and the States you
have consulted) is correct (i.e., recycling facilities that do not store the waste prior to the actua
recycling operations do not need a RCRA permit). However, if the materid isto berecycledina
manner andagousto land disposd -- use condtituting disposd -- or incineration --burning for
energy recovery -- therecycling activity itsdf is (or will be) permitted whether or not Sorageis
occuring.l/ In addition, the question of whether storage is occuring prior to the actua recycling
activity isafactud question to be determined on a case-by-case basis.

On May 29, 1985, | attended a Washington meeting with you, Barry Stoll, and Bob Westcott. Industry
representatives from the dry cleaning industry and several other interested parties were present. One of
the main topics discussed at the meeting was the subject of permits and immediate recycling. It wasmy
understanding that the trangportation, storage, and disposa of hazardous waste required permits, but
that recycling did not.

Therefore, if you have arecycling facility without storage (immediate recycling), that facility would not
need apermit. 1sn't that the intent of CFR40 261.6 () (2)? We are not talking about on-gterecycding
by aLQG. We arereferring to arecycling facility located away from the origin of the waste. This
fadlity would receive its materia from alicensed transporter. The materia would not be stored &t all,
but would immediately be recycled. There would aso be no pretreatment of the waste.

Severd dates have agreed with us on this point. We have also had afavorable response from EPA
Region 8. We are now prepared to go nationa with our centers, and it would greetly fecilitate the
gpprova processto have aletter from your office confirming the immediate recycling concept. The
regiond EPA officids and state organization officids wish to be sure of the nationd stand. Any
clarification you can give would be greetly gppreciated.
